IX. Regularity.—Feed at tho same het, 


time each day, then cows will not 
bo worrying about their feed. 

X. Balanced Ration.—Feed as neat. 
ly as practical a balanced ration. 
But all cows should not be fed 


alike; those inclined to lay on flesh try 


should bo fed less of tho carbohy- 
drates, such as corn; and those in- 
Yelined to turn all their feed into 
milk should be fed more of such 
foed. 

XI. Succulent Feed.—In summer 
cows should have good pasture or 
other green food or silage. In winter 
a part of the daily ration should 
bo silage or roots to enable them to 
do their beat. 

XII. When to Feed.—Feod both 
coarse fodder and concentrated feed 
both morning and ovening. Feed a 
small feed of coarse fodder at nocn 
if cows have been accustomed to it. 
It cows have not been accustomed to 
it, they may, perhaps, do as well 
without the noon feed by giving 
more at the other feeds. 

XIII. Wator.—Cows should be wa- 
tered at least twice a day when on 
dry feed, and the water should be 
pure and wholesome and at a tem- 
perature that best suits them, which 
is ut least 20 or 30 degrees Warmer 
than ico water. : 

XIV. Salt.—Cows should havo at 
all times all the salt their appetites 
crave, which is from one to two 
ounces daily. 

If the above rules aro followed. 
any cow that is worth keeping will 


pay well for her care and feed, Any 


cow that does not so pay should be 
disposed of.

Wonderful Instruments in Use by 
Prof. John Milne. 


The carthquake headquarters of the 
world are at Shide, Isle of Wight, 
Where, all earthquakes have to re- 
port and Mave their pictures taken by 
Prof, John Milne. 

In the professor's stable are instru- 
ments of a somewhat simple nature, 
ready to write the record of every 
earthquake important enough to de- 
serve one, 

The pen points arranged to do tho 
Writing are fine hairs of glass on the 
ends of horizontal pendulums. In the 
stable is a seismograph, which writes 
on a long strip of paper covered 
with lamp-black; and in the carriage- 
house a camera, always ready to 
photograph an varthquake. 

A truthful negative depends on the 
pendulum. A ray of light is refect- 
ed from the end of it, and records

Great Britain is constantly 
establishing similar depots on lonely, 
uninhabited islands, the majority of 
which have at some period or anoth- 
er done good service in saving lite, 
but some of which remain undisturb- 
ed year after year. 

Thus, for instance, so rar back as 
the spring of 1880, H.M.S. Comus 
visited Possession Island in the In- 
dian Ocean, and established thereon 
an extensive refuge depot, erecting 
huts, und leaving sufficient provi- 
sions, for fifty people for fifty days, 
as well as complete outfits of cloth- 
ing—jerseys, trousers, stockings, and 
shoes.

GOOD CHEER, 

One of the oldest established of 
these curious refuges is that on Ker- 
guelen Land—better known to sail- 
ors as desolation Island—in the 
Southern Ocean. This, though of 
considerable size, and possessing 
many fine harbors’ and much beauti- 
ful and picturesque scenery, is quite 
destitute of permanent inhabitants, 
although resorted to occasionally by 
whalers and sealers. It is, perhaps, 
the most inhospitable olace-on earth,. 
outside the arctic ana Antarctic re- 
glons. Rain falls there almost in- 
cessantly throughout the year, and 
it is reached by no drying winds; 
while its coasts are usually fringed 
with tho icefloes of the Antarctic 
drift. Its interior, so far as it has 
beon explored, is a wilderness of glare 
cicrs, swamps, lakes, and hidden 
mud-holes of unknown depth. 

Yet bere, in the early part of the 
last century, the crow of a British 
chip, the Favorite, managed to main 
tain themselves for many Weary 
months, living on sea-fowls’ eggs, 
seal-flesh, and sheli-fish, They were, 
however, in a terriblo condition 
when rescued: and a little later eigh- 
teen survivors of a foundered French 
barque, who, managed to reach the 
island, perished to a man of slarva- 
tion and exposure. 

Since then a depot has been estab 
lished and kept up jointly by the 
French and British Governments. In 
addition to a plentiful supply of 
food, stored in substantially-built 
stone huts, there are also spears (for 
spearing fish); harpoons for killing 
the seals and seaclophants, which 
swarm (more especially the latter) in 
the land-locked fiords and harbors;

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WATERING UNDER THE SOIL. 


The Ohio Experiment station has 
been trying the value of ‘‘sub-irriga- 
tion“ in the greenhouse. The idea 
of irrigating the soil below the sur- 
face arose out of an attempt to pre- 
vent the rotting of lettuce by not 
wetting the foliage. It is cheaper 
than the old method of surface 
watering; the soil remains in a bet- 
ter condition, and the plants are less 
apt to decay. Theso advantages 
come from the soil permitting the air 
to pass freely through it, besides 
supplying water co ntly to the 
roots. Lettuces grown in this way 
are double the size of those grown in 
the old way.

CHEAP FENCING, 


A great many farmers have rail 
fences which will not turn stock and | 
Which give the owners a great deal of 
trouble in keeping rails on the fence | 
and the stakes in the ground. In 
our section we have solved this pro- 
blem by the use of a little wire and 
Weine jngenuity. We have made out 
of our old rail fence a new fence 
which wil! turn any kind of stock 
and which costs very little cash out- | 
lay compared with other fences. 1 
believe it is the only fence 1 know of 
that you begm to build from the | 
top, says a Writer, in preface to the 
following directions: 

Tools —A pair of wire procera or 
pliers, a grubbing hoe, a rack made 
of 1 by 3 strips 6) fect tall, to hold | 
your top rail, and lastiv, but most 
important, a bale of No. 12 black 
Wire as pliable as you can get. 

Material.—1. The stakes should be 
six and a half feet long. made of lo- 
cust, dank: Kalnut or any timber 
that will last. These«takes do not 
have to be periectly stfiight, as 
this is the great advantage of “tis 
fence, to use material that cannot be 
used anywhere else except in a wood 
pile. 2. The braces, which are wired 
to the centre of top rail, and ex- 
tend to the ground between the 
Stakes, should be six and a half feet 
long. Make them from anything 
from two to three inches in diameter. 
They need not be put in the ground, 
as your rails will hold them in 
place. 3. Rails can be used from the 
old fence, straight or crooked. When 
vou take a rail to wire it to the 
braces, if it leaves a ho let it be. 
You can put a piece in the hole. You | 
will lose too much time to select 
every rail. 

Building,—Set up two stakes and 
wire together where they cross, then 
dig holes for them to go into about 
four feet apart. This is your he 
ginning. Temporarily brace these 
stakes with a brace of rail, Which 
should be as straight and as sound 
a one as you can pick up. Now use 
your rack for holding the end on the 
ground while you dig the holes and 
wire the other stakes. Put the rack 
about two feet from the end of the 
top rail and then set up your stakes 
against the top rail. Dig holes for 
them apposite the rack s feet, put, 
the stakes in, wire together where 
they cross under the top rail, then 
put on another rail, lapping about 
eighteen inches, and so on until you 
have. put this way about ten or 
twelve panels. Then go back and 
put on your brace to keep the fence 
frony pushing backward and forward 
lengthwise. 

When you have put on all your 
braces, begin at the bottom to put 
on the other rails, the with wire to 
the bottom of the braces, lup the 
rails eight to twelve inches, laying 
bottom rail until you are at the end 
of your stakes, then come back, take 
the next rail, and so on untif your 
pane! is complete. A hundred pounds 
of wire will build from seventy to 
eighty-five panels, according to the 
size of the ruil.

The Secretary of the Lord's Day Al- 
liance sends the following for publi- 
cation: 


The cases are growing startlingly 
more numerous of railway engineers, 
of pilots and motormen, dying instantly 
at their posts. The lives and limbs of 
scores, hundreds, are thus imperilled. 
The pilot of a crowded New York City 
ferry was recently found at a critical 
moment, stiff in death. The engineer 
of a lightning express, running at full 
speed on slow“ section, with his hand 
on the lever, dead.

Men and wonnen became fright- 
ened and imagined that the fire in the 
sun war being rapidly extinguished and 
that the world would soon come to an 
end, Ministers took the phenomenon for 
the text of thelr sermons, and pseudo gel- 
entiic men talked of things they krew 
not of, while the fanatica took advantage 
of the occasions to form religious organi- 
rations, 

The winter of 1815-16 wis very cold in | 
Europe, but comparatively mild in this 
country, and did net in any way Indicate ! j 
the severe weather that soon prevailed, 
Ever the almanacs were silent; and, al- 
thongh the usual indications “about now 
look ont fer cold weather” or “this is a! 
tun time for snow” were entered in the 

ortiona of the book devoted to 
the wine lictions, those used for | 
chronicling the p@asanter months bad no 
such alarming warnings. 

January was mild, so much so that for 
days the people allowed thelr fires to go 
ont. as artificial heat made the bu'ldings | 
tneomfortably warm. This pleasant | 
weather was broken by a severe cold | 

soap in February, but this low tempera- 
ture passed in a few days, anden -warmer 
condition similar to the month previous | 
set in. March “came in like a lien, but | 
went out like a lamb.” There was noth. |

CANADIAN TOBACCO, 


An Expert's Opinion of That 
Grown in Essex and Kent. 


The Detroit Journal quotes Mr. 
Ernest Bailey, the Lnglish tobacco 
expert, who has-spent four years in 
Iessex and Kent Counties, purchasing 
Canadian tobacco for the English 
and Canadian markets, as saying: 
“Canada green is becoming a popu-~ 
lar smoking tobacco all over tho Do- 
minion and in England, and will 
soon take the place of the southern 
weed in the hearts of Canadian and 
English smokers. When I came to 
Canada in 1897,“ said Mr. Bailey, 
“the tobacco grown in Essex county 
was a glut on the market! The 
farmers had their barns full of the 
weed, and they could not dispose of 
it at the low price of two and a half 
cents per pound. Altogether the 
farmers had on their hands 8,000,- 
G00 pounds. Now, from last year’s 


- 


‘crop, which amounted to almost 50,- 


000,000 pounds, there is not a pound 
left in the barns. The producers 
found a ready market for the weed 
at seven and nine cents per pound. 
“The farmers of Essex and Kent 
Counties made more money out of 
their fow acres of tobacco this year 
than the farmers of eastern Canada 
did out of their hundreds of acres of 
wheat. The soil of these two coun- 
ties is peculiarly adapted to the 
growth of tobacco, aud I feel certain 
that tho product will increase in 


price of the weed will also increase, 
and it seems certain that the farmers 
of this district will never be able to 
raise more than enough tobacco for 
the demand.“

At a dinner of the Jewelers’ and Silversmiths Association 
in Birmingham last week, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, the Colonial 
Secretary, made a speech, in the course of which he replied in 
caustic sentences to the abuse lately heaped upon him by Ger- 
man statesmen. Again has Mr. Chamberlain demonstrated the 
sturdy British qualities which makes him the pride of the Brit- 
ish nation, but at the same time the best hated man among the 
foreign powers. Happily, for the prestige of the British nation, 
Mr. Chamberlain cares neither for flome or foreign abuse, con- 
scious in the united support of eyery true Briton in every 
quarter ot the world. 


Reterring to the animosity ot toreign nations, he said he 
was well aware that it was in some quarters attributed to the 
„ indiscreet oratory of the Colonial Secretary. 

„What I ha ve said, continued Mr. Chamberlain, “I have 
said. I withdraw nothing ; I qualify nothing; I defend nothing. 
As I read history, no British Minister has ever served his coun- 
try faithfully and at the same time been popular abroad. I. 
therefore, make allowance for foreign criticism. I will not 
follow the example that has been set me. I do not want to 
give lessons to a foreign Minister, and I will not accept any at 
his hands. Iam responsible only to my Sovereign and my 
countrymen. 

„ do not depreciate the importance of the good-will of 
. foreign nations, but there is something more important. It is 
the affection and confidence of cur kits: Ak across the sea.

Per That war has enabled the British Empire to find itself, 
and has shown to all whom it may concern that if ever again 
we have, as in the past, to fight tor our very existence against 
the world in arms, we shall be supported by the sons of Britain 
ig every quarter of the globe. 

“How can I.“ asked Mr.Chamberlain, “be made responsible 
for what Lord Grey has called ‘filthy lies, and what Lord Rose- 
bery described as vile, infamous falsehoods, which has been 
disseminated in foreign countries without a syllable of protest, 
without the slightest interference by responsible authorities. 

„My opponents must find some other scapegoat ; they must 
look farther for the causes of hostility, which I do not think 
deserved, but which always come to the surface when we are 
in difficulty, and which 1 am glad to say has never done us 
serious harm. 

Mr, Chamberlain said that when the present Ministry came 
into office it was at a time when the country was at peace with 
the world, but the Cabinet had to meet at least six burning 
questions of internaticne! importance. These legacies which 
Lord Salisbury had to take up included the Venezuela bound- 
ary question, the Samoan difficulty, and the French position on 
the Nile, all of which the Government successfully grappled 
and disposed of. 

»Our American kinstolk, continued Mr. Chamberlain, 
ha ve agreed toa treaty to enable the construction of an inter- 
oceanic canal, which I believe will be of great adyantage to 
the United States, 

„1 might have included the struggle between the Boers 

and Great Britain for supremacy in South Africa, but I say these 
are solid achievements in the cause of peace; and if we have 
been unable to remove Continental prejudice, which has always 
existed, but was never more coarsely expressed, we have at 
least been enabled to settle many substantial differences which 
might have caused international conflict. 


Extolling colonial patriotism, Mr. Chamberlain said :— 
“Only a day or two ago I read in an influential Canadian 
paper an editorial which declared that the pro-Boers in England 
were injuring the Empire abroad and destroying the unity 
which is our national safeguard. This is only a sample of the 
loyalty expressed in every colony of the Empire. 

„This is a new factor in politics, You must hereafter con- 
sult the colonies upon every vital question of Imperial politics.”

Summing up, it appears that the 
cheese and butter came to $25,000,000

But 
in the eves of the law there is con- 
siderable confuston as to the neces- 
sary qualifications which outsidurs 
must show before they can be ad- 
mitted to all the privileges of citi- 
venship. On this account the Home 
Secfetary appointed an interdepart- 
mental committee 18 months agro to 
report upon the doubts and diffi- 
culties which heve arten in connece 
tion with the interpretation and ad- 
ministration of the acts relating to 
naturalization, and to advise whe- 
ther legislation tor the amending 
rte gls is desirable, and, if so, 
what scope af<dipe: ton such legis- 
lation should take Who is a 
British subject? The comm 
point out that- 

“To the common law belongs the 
fundamental pryociple that any ber- 
son who is born within His Ma- 
jesty’s dominions is from the mo- 
ment of his birth a Dritish subject, 
whatever be the nationality of either 
or both his parents, and however 
temporary and casual the circum- 
stances determining the locality ot 
his birth may have been.“ 

The child of an alien enemy born 
in a part of His Majesty’s dominions 
which is at the time im hostile oc 
cupation is rot a British subject. 
Again, the child born within the Pri- 
tish dominions of an Ambassador or 
other diplomatic agent aceredited to 
the Crown by a foreign sovereign is 
not a British subject. The limits 
of this latter exception nave not 
beon exactly ascertained. 

The King’s son ia always a British 
subject, wherever lie may bo born. 
With this exception the acquisition 
of the status of a British subject 
by parents rests on statute law. A 
person whose father or parental 
grandfather was born within his 
Majesty's dominions is deemed a nu 
tural born British gubject, although. 
he himseif was born abroad. : 

To the category of persons who 
are British subjects by reason of 
their birth having taken place with- 
in His Majesty’s dominions must 
be added those who are born on 
board a British ship. Some doubt 
exists as to the extent of this rule. 
There seems to be no doubt, the 
committee remarks, that a person 
is a natural-born British subject who 
is 

(a) Born on board a British ship 
of war, wherever such ship may bo. 

(b) Born on board a British mer- 
chant vessel on the high seas. 

It is suggested that a simple rule 
should be made that any child on -a 
foreign ship while in British waters 
should not be deemed to be a sub- 
ject of this country, owing to this 
accident of birth; but, on the other 
hand, an infant who first looks out 
on life under the white and ted en- 
sign, wherever it may flv aflont, is 
apparently a subject of the King, 
although he be as black as ebony or 
his father be this country’s most 
deadly enemy.—London Telegraph.

house, it is an excellent plan, on 
cleaning a trunk, a bureau, or a 
closet, to go over oll the cracks and 
erevices with naphtha. A can with 
u long spout enables one to do this 
duch. ‘he naphtha evaporates 
very quickly, but nevertheless de- 
&ktroys the eggs or larva that may 
ha e found an abiding place. 

It is not always necessary to line 
wll the ting with paper on cake bak- 
ing day. To grease them, and then 
dredge them with flour is sufficient 
for a plaim layer cake. 

Success in cooking dried fruits do- 
pends on little cooking and long 
souk ing. Alter wuahing the fruit, 
rubbing it belwecn the hands to sof- 
ten any dirt that may adhere, cover 
it With cold water and let stand 
over night, or even a longer time. 
Add the sugar to the water, after 
draining out the fruit; boil and 
skim, put in the fruit and simmer 
gently till tender. You will be sur- 
prised to seo how much finer it will 
be in favor and in appearance than 
When cooked rapidly and without the 
preliminary soaking.

The Fremch postal authorities have 
just carried out a series of highly 
successful experiments with the re- 
markable invention of M. Menardier, 
technical instructor at the Ecole 
Politechnique, and which will revolu- 
tionize the telegraphic service. M. 


: Menardier Has discovered a means b 


which no fewer than 24, words an 
hour can be dispa on a single 
wire by the employment of sound 
vibration. Twelve operators were 
at work on the wire at the same 
time, and the lines from Paris to 
Bordeaux were selected for the ex- 
periment. The most remarkable 
part of the invention is that while 
thousands of words are being dis 
patched by the Menardier system, 
the same wire com be used simul- 
taneously for the dispatch of tele- 
grams by the ordinary system at 
present in use. M. Menardier em- 
ploys a series of diapasons for the 
transmission of his mossages, which 
are gathered at the other end and 
started out, as it were, by an cqual 
number of microtelephonic receivers.

SOUL FERTILITY.

It is generally believed that a pro- 
cess similar te the transmigration 
of souls is undergone by dilapidated 
and worn-out kills after they reach 
Ottawa from Toronto.

London. 


A despatch from London says: 
King Edward opened Parliament on 
Thursday afternoon with a 
monial in all tlal respects sim-| 
ilar to that of February last.

CURING DEEF. 


The beef must be in good condition 
before putting up, freehiy killed, but 
cold all through. It should be of 
fine, firm grain, a clear red color, 
With yellowish white, firm fat. 

Dried Beel.—It pays to use for this 
only the tender side of the round, 
for although it costr a few cents 
more a pound it i more than that 
much better. Trim it in ape, then 
for every twenty pounds of beef take 
one pint of salt, ome teaspoonful of 
naltpeter, one quarter of a pound of 
brown sugar. Rub these well w 
gether, divide them into three equal 
parts. and rub well into the beef for 
three successive days. Push in and 
rub a handful or two of extra galt 
in the hole where the string for 
hanging goes . through, and ground 
the bone. Keep in a vessel or tray 
and turn the meat every day in the 
liquor it will make. In four or five 
days it will be ready to hang up In 
a dry place where it will not drip 
for more than a few hours. Betore 
the flies come in the spring, sprinkle 
with red pepper, wrap in newspapers 
closely and put in a strong muslin 
bag, tied tight, and hang in a cool 
place. The outside may mold, but

brine will float an egg. Pour it into 
un earthen vessel ; wath and wire 
n perfectly health» beef’s liver and 
put into the brine for a weck: hang 
in a cool place and keep like the 
beef. 


Deef's tongue—Beef tongues for 
curing should be well mixed with 
fat. Trim them neatly and to overy 
twenty pounds of tongue use a mix- 
ture of a pint of salt, a teaspoonful 
of saltpeter and a quarter of a 
pound of brown sugar: Drop the 
tongues into boiling water for three 
minutes; when cool rub them well 
with the mixture and sprinkle with 
it as you pack them closely in an 
earthen vessel ; put a weight on top 


and turn them every other day, put- th 


ting top *ones in the bottom. 
they do not make enough pickle to 
quite cover them sprinkle Huhtly 
with salt and let them lhe tea days. 
Hang up till dry, then bag an ay 
from the flies like the beef, We 
think beef better without smoking, 
but smoke from green hickory chips 
is best if any is used ; beech, apple 
and pear chips give good flevor. 

Pickled Beef.—To pickle beef ust 
this proportion which can be multi- 
plied to cover any amount of beef : 
To one gallon of water take 4 pound 
and a half of salt, half a pound of 
sugar, half an ounce each of  salt- 
peter and potash bol together un- 
lil all the scum rises and is skimmed 
off. Pour into a tub to cool, and 
when cold pour over the beef, which 
must be well covered with pickle, 
and should not be put down for at 
least two days after killing, during 
Which time it should be slightly 
sprinkled with saltpeter which re- 
moves the surface blood and may be 
wiped off leaving the meat dry und 
clean. This should keep the ment 
good for a vear, but watch it, and if 
for any reason the brine is not 
sweet, throw it away and cover with 
new made in the same way. 


Corned Beef.—To corn beef for pre- 
sent use wipe it and rub hot salt 
into it till it all disappears ; edd) 
more galt and rub again until the 
meat will imbibe no more : lav in a 
¢rock and stand in a cool place for a 
week, turning every day, when it 
will be ready for use. To cook it, 
wash well, put it to boil in cold! 
water, bring slowly to a boll and 
simmer halt an hour to every 
pound. If it is to be eaten cold ab 
low it to cool in the liquor in 
which it was boiled, or it may be 
pressed by placing while hot be- 
tween two plates, with weight on 
top, leaving over night.

In Belgium More Terrible Than 
Condemnation to Death. 


Though the death penalty was 
practically abolished in Delgium over 
thirty years ago, the punishment of 
those convicted of capital crimes is 
no awful that no one bas yet been 


able to. endure it mote than three 


years, says aber 
Until recently 


litte Pelgium had 
two public 


executioners, 7 


bor, France. 

gians recently ordered the retirement 
on a pension of $450, of one of his 
executioners—the “executioner of the 
high works, as he w termed. The 
other executioner still holds his place 
at Brussels. 

The duties of public executioner in 
Belgium are singular, but not ardu- 
ous. The courts still continue to 
sentence malefactors to death, but 
the guillotine has been replaced by a 
scaffold on which is sted a copy 
of the sentence. Much’ ceremony is 
observed in affixing this document. A 
troop of police is drawn up about 
the place of execution, which they 
gravely guard with sabres drawn, 
while the red-robed executioner 
mounts the steps, nails up the de- 
crees of the court, and, after a mo- 
ment, takes it down again. 

There his duty ends, for the con- 
demned man is placed in a dungeon 
sO cons ed that, from the mo- 
ment he onters it, he never will hear 
the sound of human voice, nor see a 
living bejng. His food is passed 
through a sliding panel in the door 
of his cell. 

Not one of these prisoners. have 
been able to survive this confinement 
more than three years. The author- 
ities have striven in vain to prolong 
their lives by varying their food as 
much as possible; but those who are 
moderate or lightly nourished waste 
away, while those who are generous- 
ly fed go mad and die raving man- 
lacs.

How Lord and Lady Curzon Tra- 
vel in India. 


When the Viceroy of India travels 
all the rest of India looks on. 
has a huge staff of officials, and 
usually accompanied by Lady Cur- 
zon, and a hundred and twenty at- 
tendants. The most elaborate pre- 
cautions are taken to Insure his 
safety Every mile of the railway is 
first oxamined by officials on trolleys 
and in the southern Punjab the line 
is watered to lay the dust. He has 
a posse of six armed men on the 
train to guard him, and at every 
station through which he passes, 
whether he stops or not, armed po- 
lice are drawn up on cither side as 
the train goes by. At every station 
an army of coolies are at work, some 
time before the great occasion, clean- 
ing and garnishing, while all along 
the line engines are forbidden to 
whistle and bells to ring. At what- 
ever hour the train passes the sta- 
tion master has orders to be on duty 
himself to give the line clear“ and 
lock the points and see that all 
shunting has been stopped.

PARIS BUS SYSTEM. 
* 


Remarkable One in Its Wonderful 
Ramifications. 


The omnibus system of Paris is 
clumsy and of the slow-going order 
of transportation to the casual visi- 
tor, but it is in reality a remarka- 
ble one in its wondrous ramilica- 
tions when the stranger gets to be 
familiar with its possibilities as a 
mode of getting about cheaply. The 
system of exchange tickets enables 
the traveller to reach almost any 
part of the city from on emp part 
at a cost of six cents, there being no 
charge for the extra ride, which be- 
gins at any of a score of points on 
all the very numerous routes, and 
little books are sold for a few cents 
which give all the information need- 
ed by strangers or any one who 
wishes to make a study of the mat- 


er. 

Unlike those in London where the 
same fares are charged both inside 
and outside the "buses, and where the 
price is regulated by the distance 
one rides, the Paris. busses charge 
half price on top, and follow the 
plan of having but one rate of fare, 
no matter what the distance travel- 
led may be. Inside, or if one stands 
on the rear platform, the fare is six 
cents, and on the top, or imperial, 
it is three. All private soldiers and 
non-commissioned officers and sailors 
in uniform have the privilege of rid- 
ing at the three cent rate inside or 
on the platform, 
which part of the bus they patron- 
iz (they have the right to an ex- 
change ticket for that sum. In the 
case .of ordinary passengers. the 
, three-cent rate on top does not in- 
‘clude an exchange ticket, and if one 
is asked for the full price is charged. 
The only advantage to be gained is 
that if it starts to rain or grows 
too cold to be pleasant on top, the 
exchange ticket can be used in the 
interior of the bus changed into. 
Otherwise there is no advantage in 
it, as the second journey on top 
would cost no more if paid for direct 
than did the exchange of ticket to 
begin with.

NECESSARY CONDITIONS. 


‘these are comfortable quarters, 
Where the young animals can be 
kept dry and warm. This is vorv 
important, as they can hardly — be 
expected to thrive or to co w 
cold, dark, Wet pens. Pien 1 
bedding to keep them dry is one a 
the requisites, and they should be 
fed regularly with sweet, warm milk, 
it may be skimmilk after the first 
few weeks or days even, with neither 
too little nor too much at a time. 
Where separators are used on the 
farm, or cold, deep setting of milk 
practised, these conditions can be 
successfully carried out. 

Where calves are thus kept in a 
comfortable stable and ted with milk 
until the folluwing spring, thay 
should become such animals that 
the owner may woll be proud of. 
But milk should not form the entire 
ration. After à few weeks they will 
commence to eat « little hay, and it 
should be fed to them regularly, and 
that of the best quality. It there ia 
a silo on the premises the ensilage 
will be relished and help to make a 
better ration. Not much grain need 
be fed, as it is essential to develop 
the milking qualities rather than 
those of a beef tendency. A little 
bran or oats WH not come amis.

THIRTY KNOTS AN HOUR. 


What a New Enterprise Promises 
in the Near Future. 


To clip from twenty-four to thirty- 
six hours from the record time for 
crossing the Atlantic is the promise 
of the New York and European 
Steamship Company, a new trans- 
Atlantic Steamship line, which offers 
assurance of a speedy fultillment of 
its pledge, says the Tribune. Thie 
company, which has already applied 
for pler privileges in New York city 
and formulated the larger part of its 
plans, expects by the substitution of 
the turbine engine for that now in 
use to secure a constant speed of 30 
knots an hour in its new boats. 
Such a speed will mean that passen- 
gers can be carried from this country 
to Europe in a little more than four 
days. 

The suceess that has attended the 
use of the turbine engine in Europe, 
and especially the remarkable speed 
that has been secured thereby, has 
naturally raised the question as to 
its adaptability for ‘trans-Atlantic 
steamers. In New York a strong 
company has been organized, and 
Plans have been pretty well com- 
pleted for this new line. 

To cut off a day in the time of 
crossing the Atlantic will mean to 
bring. enormous profits to the steam-

Fast mails will naturally fall to 
the ‘steamship company that can 
handle them quickest. Delivered at 
Queenstown these mails could, ac- 
cording to the plans of the New York

BURIED CITIES.

Much New Information Thrown 


Upon the Subject. 


During the recent researches among 
the buried cities of * Dr. M. A.

SMALLPOX’S SPREAD. 


Neglect, of Vaccination the Cause, 
says Dr. Shrady. 


Phvsicians agree that wide-spread 
as Smallpox is, and not only in this 
country but in England and in 
France as well, there is no danger 
of its assuming the scourge-like form 
it once did, Vaccination has re- 
moved that danger. Speaking on 
this subject Dr. George F. S. rady, 
of New York, said : ö 

“The cause of the present spread 
of smallpox is not far t seek. For 
years we enjoyed a comparative im- 
munity from the disease. Out of 
chis immunity grew carelessness and 
negligence. 

“People forget what gave them the 
immunity and quit getting vac 
cinated. A large population thus 
existed that was open to smallpox 
contagion. 

“It runs like wild fire in dry grass, 
smallpox does when once it starts, 
All that it needs is the fuel and then 
the fire spreads. It seems now that 
there is a large amount of smallpox 
fuel. \ 

“Of course it will be stamped out, 
for people will become awakened to 
the necessity of getting vaccinated, 
But in the meantime there will be a 
great number of persons who will 
suffer from the disease 

“Ignorance and the anti-vaccing~ 
tion crankery have their share ot 
the blame to bear in cathe ae the 
large amount of material there now 
seems to be for smallpox to work 
upon. But sheer negligence, born of 
immunity from the disease, is re 
sponsible for a great deal of it. 

In England the anti-vaccination 
propaganda has had a good deal of 
effect of late in preventing people 
from making themselves immune 
from smallpox. The same propa- 
ganda here has done sufficient mis- 
chief. It is wholly unwarranted. 

“With proper vaccine matter and 
with proper cleanliness and aseptic 
conditions, vaccination is entirely 
without risk. 

“There is, I am afraid, a good 
deal of popular misapprehension as 
to the length of time a person who 
has been vaccinated is immune from 
amalipox. There is absolutely no 
means of determining this. It varies 
with every individual. 5 

There are some people who are 
immune to smallpox even though 
they never have been. vaccinated. On 
the other hand, there are those who 
are not immune even a year or less 
after vaccination. I know one phy- 
sician connected with the Health De- 
partment who  vaccinates himself 
every month. Many physicians are 
vaccinated every yoar. 

It you are’ vaccinated and the 
vaccination takes you may be sure 
that had you been ie a to small- 
pox and in a receptiv® condition it 
would have taken also. There is no 
safety except in vaccination.“

inte tines during the fifth, the heart 
an! lunes in the eighth decade. In- 
crease or decrease in the size or 
weight of the body consequently, is 
not due to simultaneous increase or 
decrease in all its parts.

BREAD WITH POTATO YEAST 


Sift 3 qte bread flour, mensured 
before sifting, into a pan or large 
bowl. Make a hole in the middle and 
put in 1 cup yeast, § cup sugar, & 
level tablespoons salt perfectly free 
from lumps, 1-3 cup melt 
cooled to blood heat, and about 1 
qt blood-warm water. Some four 
will take a little more water. Dif- 
ferent barrels of the same brand of- 
ten difler, but one quart will not be 
too much. With a very stiff, strong 
Spoon, Stir into the wetting all the 
four you can, just as quickly as pos 
sible. Then khead with the hands 
Until smooth and clastic, which will 
not take more than two minutes if 
the spoon docs ita work well. Stand 
in a warm (not hot place, apd when 
light mold into loaves, lay in tins, 
and let rise until you do not feel the 
weight when you lift the loaves. 

If convenient, caver with tine the 
Same size as those in which the loav- 
on lie, and raise and bake them cow 
ered, letting them rise to nearly fll 
the space before putting in the oven. 
This will make neat doaves without 
hard or blackened crusts. Bread is 
usually baked one hour, but watch 
the oven, and if it begins to brown 
in less than 15 minutes shut of a lit- 
tle heat. When done, the bottom of 
the tin will hiss sharply, the sides of 
the loaves will be a delicate brown, 
the side crust will spring back 
when prodded with the finger:if rare, 
it will stick. If the top chust is 
hard, rub a little butter 0 it 
while hot. Cool the bread in the aif 
and then cover closely in a tin box 
or stone jar, but do not use a cloth, 
as that absorbs the moisture from 
the bread. 

For the yeast, pare potatocs and 
cut up small until vou have a heap- 
ing quart of pieces. Boil in plenty 
of water, and put through a sieve, 
using the water also. Add water, if 
necessary, to make it thick enough to 
just pour. Add 1 tablespoon salt 
and 2 of sugar, and when cooled to 
blood heat add a veast cako dissolv- 
ed in a little water. Let it stand in 
foamy and 
bubbly, then cool, but not chill, and 
keep in a cool place, but do not cov- 
er tightly. Always remember that 
yeast is a plant which cold and heat 
kills. Save the last cupful of your 
yeast to use in place of the yenst 
cake next time. This is the quickest 
as well as the easiest way of mak- 
ing bread. I have often, by warming 
the flour, had the bread rise to be 
ready for the tins in three hours, and 
ff one is in a great hurry more yeast 
can be used without making the 
bread taste strong, as the yeast con- 
tains no hops. 


CRANBERRY FAVORITES. 


Cranberry Pudding—Beat together 
1 cup sugar and 2 tablespoons butter 
and add 2 beaten eggs and 1 cup 
milk. Sift 3 cups flour, 2 teaspoons 
baking powder together, and 14 cups 
cranberries. Pour into a buttered 
pudding dish, and bake in a moder- 
ate oven. Serve hot with a liquid 
sauce, 

Cranberry Wine—Scald 5 qts ber- 
ries until they are soft and broken. 
Strain through a cloth, make a 
Syrup of 2 lbs sugar and 1 qt Water. 
Mix with the strained juice while hot 
and add water enough to make 4 
qts. Bottle and seal. ; 

Cranberry Pie hire cups chopped 
cranberries, 3 cups sugar, 1 table- 
Spoon tornstarch wet in a iittle wat- 
er, and fill up the cup with boiling 
‘Water; mix together and bake be- 
tween two crusts. This makes two ! 
pies. : : 
Canadian Cranberry Pudding—Siit 
into a large bowl 2 cups flour and U 
teaspoon salt, mix into this 4 cup 
molasses and 2-8 cup sour milk, in 
which 3 teaspoon soda has been dis- 
solved. Add 1 beaten egg and 1¥ 
cups cranberries, turn into a butters | 
ed pudding dish and steam 11 
hours, and serve with a sweet sauce.

PURSUIT OF DE WET. 


British In Touch With His Forces 
for Days. 


A Capo Town despatch says 
Particulara which have been received 
of the chase of De Wet show that 
Gen. Elliot’s force, consisting ot 
Col. De Lisle and Major Fanshawe's 
columns, pursued be Wot, getting 
into touch with the enemy at klands- 
kop. 

Our horses were tired, having al- 
ready done 35 miles. De Wet tried 
to hold the drift, but was driven 
back, and was obliged to use his 
guns to delay our advance. He had 
two guns and a pompom. Capt 
Muller, a German artillerist, com- 
mands De Wet's guns. We had three 
wounded. De Wet's casualties were 
one killed and ton prisoners taken. 
The pompom was disabled by our 
guns. 

At Elandskop De Wet’s force split 
up, De Wet going south and sleoping 
fifteen miles east of Lind’ey. Next 
day he went farther south in the di- 
rection of Blaawkop, then trekked 
due east, accompanied also by Col. 
Byng’s column. De Wet broke north- 
oust. 

Gen. Elliot marched 36 miles, and 
engaged Meyer's Transvaalers and 
Field Cornet de Beer’s Bethlehem 
burghers. The following day Gon. 
Elliot pursued the encmy farther up 
40 Liedenberg Viel. The Boers then 
further dispersed, Meyer's pal te. 
with guns, going east to Wlige River 
and another large party of Boers go- 
ing west to Elandskop. 

General De Wet's position is now a 
precarious one. Held in check by 
the blockhouse lines, and harassed 
by numerous columns, ho has greatly 
reduced his transport in order to in- 
crease his mobility. 

He made several futile attempts to 
¢ross the line, but the vigilance of 
our posts and the activity of the 
armored trains have thus far defeat- 
ed him.

TWO HUNDRED YEARS. 


One newspaper of 1797 contained 
‘an account of the execution of some 

the mutineers of the Nore, and 
' despatches rirom Admiral Jervis and 
others describing their success 
‘abroad in the bitter war which was 
then raging. Here and there a name 
had been underscored giving the rea- 
son, doubtiess, for the preservation 
of the paper. The light of some 
home had probably gone out when 
that now tattered old newspaper 
had brought to the house the brief 
‘mention of the death of father, son 
or husband. 


There were several coins in a good 

state of preservation | principally 
from eastern countries. Noticeable 
among these were some of the old 
colnage of Siam, lumps of silver 
-about the size aud shape of the first 
joint of the thumb, with an odd of- 
ficial stamp at one of the ends. And 
a number of cowry shells strung to- 
,gether showed that there had been 
some connection with the African 
coast. where such shells were until 
recent years the only currency. 

But the most precious find to one 
of a literary turn, 
turning over a large bundle of re- 
ccipts from tradesmen in Scotland, 
which, with true native thriftiness, 
Mr. Hamilton preserved among his 
family papers. This was an unpub- 
lished letter from none other than 
Robbie Burns himself, showing the 
famous poet at his best, as a sympa- 
thizing, kindly man of. heart. Fol- 
lowing is an exact copy of the pre- 
cious document: :

TRYING TO MAKE HORSEMEN 
2 IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


What a British War Correspondent 
Heerd on the Veldt Rid- 
ing School. 


Bennet Burleigh, the war corres- 
pondent, writing to the London 


fe he ay 


bers the ridi ester and our hard 
riding school, and the Imperial Yeo- 
manry and mounted infantry know 
them, to their cost and loss. The 
five shillings a day of pay, given to 
colonial mounted troops, attracts 
many curious creatures. careless, be- 
cause ignorant of what 18 required of 
those who seek preferment upen a 
horses, back, unknowing sublime 
equitation. It is better than a 
first-class circus for the onlookers, 
to see the new sections being drilled. 
Regular as the clock the camp, or as 
much of it as is allowed to, turns 
out to roll and rock till their sides 
and heads ache at the fun of the 
thing. Fun to them, but soreness 
that is the bitterness of despair and 
deep-seated loss to the recruits. A 
hard, stern riding-master or regi- 
mental surgeon-major is worse than 
a flery dragon, and more terrible 
than death, to the terror-styicken 
beginner. I have been out to see 
the recruits drilled for a certain 
well-known colonial troop. It 
ceases to be a marvel that, after 
such discipline and experiences, cav- 
alry and mounted troops should be 
hardy, brave and with « smiling 
contempt for pain and wounds. Here 
is a faithful rescript of what I saw 
and truly heard upon the veldt rid- 
ing school this week, where a score 
of unpromising material for troops 
were being trained. And the in- 
spector was not peculiarly hasty, 
wordy, or ill-tempered, as riding 
masters military“ go in these parts. 
He wore his row of ribbons with 
soldierly dignity, and slowly and 
carefully told the recruits a good 
deal they never knew about a horse, 


how to saddle it, and how to mount 


And he chafed them, not by bare- 
backed exercise. He showed them 
höw to jump into the saddle with 
and without the help of a stirrup. 


NO WONDER WAR GOES ON. 


The score were mounted and the 
stirrup-irons were placed out of the 
way, crosswise over the saddle. How 
irresponsible their feet dangled, as 
those of loose-jointed dollies. 
Walk, march,“ then ‘’Tr-r-r-ot 1“ 
roared the sergeant, and whilst sev- 
eral groped and grabbed at their 
saddles, behind and before, like Gas- 
pard the miser at his gold-pieces, 
two came incontinently to mother 
earth. Who told you to get off ?“ 
shouted the sergeant,-and the vic- 
tims turned meek, swimming eyes 
upon him, feeling the satire as add- 
ed insult to injury. 
section dismount and rest awhile. 
Then he said: Mount without stir- 
rups."’ The struggtes of the recruits 
were various and ludicrous to get 
aboard. Only the more limber-joint- 
ed got their elbows over and upon 
the horses’ backs. I have been 
wounded about fifteen thousand 
times, yet I can get up quicker than 
any of you,“ cried the sergeant. To 
n man who could not spring six 
inches from the ground he wailed, 
“Oh, if I had, a rifle you'd jump 
high enough.”” “You ought to join 
a corps that wears carrots for spurs, 
and three men to a donkey.’’ A 
late comer, who hurried to put on 
his spurs, possibly his first attempt, 
was addressed with, They are put 
on wrong, of course. Why don't 
you put them round your head? No 
wonder this war still goes on. Go 
home to your mother.“ They were 
trotting again. “What do you 
clutch hold of the saddle for? Fall 
off, it vou like, but don’t do that 
here.“ Here, vou! don’t 
your horse’s mane and pull his head 
back; you'll pull his head off his 
Shoulders.“

“When you ride in single file 1 
want your horse’s head to be four 
iet from the crupper of the horse in 
front, and by crupper I don’t mean 
the next horse’s head nor the end of 
his tail, but his hind part. Right 
about is not left about.

KILLED MANY BOERS. 


of 
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Yeomanry Made a Gallant Fight 
But Were Overpowered. 


A despatch from Ladybrand, Or- 
ange River Colony, says — Col. 
Seath sent a patrol of 200 men from 
Mequaling’s Nek, Sunday night, in 
the direction of Belmontsberg. 20 
miles north of Ladybrand. At dawn 
Monday the patrol captured 100 
horses and three armed and four 
unarmed Boers. Later, a small. de- 
tachment, with some natives, was 
sent to cut forage sown by the 
Boers on a farm at Lindequesrust. 
‘Two waggons were taken along. The 
escort consisted of 25 Yeomanry and 
one officer, the main patrol going in 
another direction, thinking that the 
country near the farm was clear of 
Boers. As the detachment were pase 
ing through the hills they suddenly 
encountered 150 burghers, who, 
springing from their hiding place, 
headed them. The Yeomanry made 
a gallant fight, killing six and 
wounding four. Owing to the over- 
whelming number of the Boers, 18 
men and their officer were compelled 
to surrender. These have since re- 
turned to camp. The British casual- 
ties were one man killed and seven 
wounded.

NOT INCLINED TO FIGHT. 
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Northern Part of Transvaal About 


Clear of Boers. 


A despatch from Pretoria says: 
The Northern part of the Transvaal 
is now almost clear of Boers. The 
only commando there is that of 
Beyers, which is in the Waterburg 
district. ‘They do not appear to be 
inclined to fight, but are wandering 
around aimlessly in search of food, 
Which they have been doing for 
weeks. Food is becoming scarce in 
the Waterburg and Zoutpansberg dis- 
tricts. The Kaflir population make 
it impossible for the Boers to move 
about without the British. being in- 
formed, Meanwhile the Kaffirs are 
an important source of the British 
food supplies. Mealies in large quan- 
tities, purchased from them, are 
brought in every month. “

He pre’erred, however, to 
rule through another (Isabella) and 
to continue in supreme command of 
the army; which he did for practi- 
cally tho remainder of his life. He 
died in 1867, almost his last 
achievement being the bringing to a 
successful conclusion the war with 
Morocco, which resulted in the pay- 
ment to Spain by the Sultan of four 
hundred million reals and the sur 
render ot Tetuan.

well-built, military-looking man, who 
would have attracted even more at- 
tention than he did had his identity 
been more widely known. For ho 
was none other than His Highness 
Sir Charles Johnson Brooke, G.. 
M.G., Rajah of Sarawak, absolute 
ruler of over fifty thousand square 
miles of territory, and three hundred 
thousand people of dn alien race and 
treed. 


THE RAJAH OF SARAWAK. 


It was, of course, the present Ra- 
jah's uncle, Sir James Brooke, who 
founded this . uniquely remarkable 
„Kingdom.“ Originally an officer in 
the East India >mpany’s service, 
he conceived the , during a trip 
to Borneo in 1830, of establishing 
himself as an independent sovercign 
in the Indian, “Archipelago. Some 
years later he bought a small yacht 
of 140 tons burden, 
christened it the Royalist and engag- 
ed a picked crew of twenty men, he 
set sail from the Thames on October 
27th, 1888; on his great adventure. 
On reaching Borneo, after various de- 
lays, he found the Rainh Muda Has- 
sim, uncle of the reigning Sultan. 
engaged in wa in the province | of 
Sarawak with several of the Dyak 
tribes who had revolted against their 
sovercign. Taking a leaf from the 
book of his model and predecersor. 
Pizarro, Brooke offered his services 
to the rajah. They were accepted. 
and Lis crew, aided by a number of 
Japanese mercenaries, did much tor 
wards crushing the rebellion, For 
his services he was created Rajah of 
Sarawak. 

Naturally, however, the bed he had 
made for himself was not exactly a 
couch of roses. Hourly he was in 
danger of assassination. War with 
the neighboring piratical tribes was 
endemic and Grone. On one occa- 
sion his palace at Sarawak was 
burnt over his head, and he only es 
caped in his night clothes by swim- 
ming. But, in the end, British pluck 
and tenacity won, and now, after 
more tifan fifty years of almost in- 
cessant lighting, the State which 
Captain . Brooke, adventurer and 
quasi-buccaneer, won for himself and 
for England, is as much an integral 
portion of the British Fmpire as is

There are but two drawbacks to 
hop picking. One is 80 called hop 
poisoning, which is simply a sort of 
prickly heat or rash sometimes pro- 
duced by contact of face and arms 
with the nettlelike fuzz on the stalks 
of the hop vine. It does not affect all 
pickers. The other is the dark stain- 
ing of the hands resulting from the 
resin ot the blossom. It may be re- 
moved by rubbing with the ernsbed 
green leaves of the hop. 


The Halbard, 

Halbard is the arms carry’d by the 
serjeants of foot and dragoons; the 
head of the halbard ought to be a foot 
or 15 inches long: one end ought to be 
hollow to receive the staff, but the 
other broad, ribb’d in the middle, edg’d 
on both sides and drawing to a point, 
lune the point of a two edged sword. 
On one side of the head is likewise 
fixed a plece tn form of a half moon or 
star, and on the other a broad point of 
four Inches long, crooked a little, 
which is very commodious for drawing 
fascines, gablons or whatever obstacle 
happen in the way. The staff of the 
balbard is about five feet long and an 
inch and half diameter, made of ash or 
other hard wood. 

Halbards are very useful in deter 
mining the ground betwixt the ranks, 
and for dressing the ranks and files of 
A battalion, and likewise for chastising 
the soldiers.—Gentleman’s Directory.
